AMONG THE RUING.

San Francisco, April ~Lireater dn
numbers than the millary forces
guarding the lives and property in this
eity s the army of looters that
taken possession Nan  Francisco,
From early in the morning until late
at night every hoat from across the
bay brings hundreds of people whose
sole purpose in visitlng the city s to
dig among the ruins and carry off such
articles of value as they are able to
find with s small amount of effort,
Laden with sultcases, baskets, bags
and satchels, they come, cager to grab
from the streets and houses anything
that may have possible historical or
pecunjary value. Toward nightfall
they wend their way across the bay,
carrying the heavy profits of thelr day's
labor,

Although strict orders were glven as
the beglnning of the military rule that
all persons detected in the act of loots
Ing should be shot, the pigor of this
regulation has been reluxed and now
the army of looters is in full possession
of the blackened rulns, Throughon,
old Chinatown and along Kearney
street, where bazars filled with orlen.
tal wares once gtood, the harvest of
loot has been particularly rich. Men,
womerns and children, fearing nelthe,
the presence of the military nor the
danger of tumbling walls, swarm about
the ruins wilh great profit to thenw
selves. In many of the Chhese ana
Japanese stores, when the flre ap-
proached, the proprietors burled a larg:
part of thelr stock in the basements,
intending to return after the fire had
passed and recover what they could.
They never ¢game back,

The terrors of the rocking earth and
the sweep of flame was too much for
their orfental minds; but the loetors
came, and everything that svas of any
use or value has been carried away,
The merchants who hoped to save
gomething out of which they could ra-
establish themeelves will never find
any of the stock they left except hy
gearching through the homes whore
looters dwell,

The work of the looters has not been
confined alone to the ruins of stores and
houses.

Many residence sites  have been
“worked over” and grticles of gold, s!l-
vien and china carried away, The
banks have established guards about
their premises, but very few of the
ownersof homes have taken this precu-
tion,

At the ruing of the Hopkins art In-

Thousands of per-
sons are homeless, camping In the
streets, The water supply was com-
pletely cut off. For fivé days no fires
were allowed to be lighted, and the
suffering from cold and lack of water
was extreme, For the firat four days
no Hghts could be lghted, Hundreds
of people were ghot by soldlers for
varfous offenses, and the birth rate
was never known to be so large in the
city before, Rain set In and added
to the general migery, Smallpox and
typhofd ure golng around, but are not
very severe, There {8 no lack of food,
us  every one has been most generous,
The dead were burled in sand lots, or
wherever they happened to dle. The
churches that escaped held seryices in
the flelde, and are all helping to ald.
I was completely burned to the ground,
g0 1 know what it really was.
